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CHINESE GAINS ON 


ATTACKING 
TANCHENG ~

Japanese Columns Push 
Toward Taierchwang 


Hankow, May 3. 

The Chinese forces at present are not only gaining 
the upper hand.in south Shantung, but the situation in 
Shansi, Hopei, Kiangsu and Chekiang is developing in 
favour of the Chinese, declared a Chinese military 
spokesman, when reviewing the situation at press 
conference last night. . 

He added that the Chinese were attacking Tancheng 
in three columns, the main body from the south, the left 
wing advancing north-west by way of Matoucheng, and 
the right wing moving around the Japanese flank to the 


a 


north-east. , . 


The main body. of. Japanese troops was pushing’ 
southward from the Tientsin-Pukow railway, - another 
body was moving from Linyi, south-westward. As soon 
as these columns met, a joiiit drive on Taierchwang ‘was 
expected. . oO 


The spokesman said that the 
Japanese troops had suffered heuvy 
casualties during the past week in 
repeated attacks on the Chinese 
positions, which liad =not been 
changed. 

Reports from the front indicated 
that the Japanese attacking strength 
was .being spent, and that. Japanese 
relnforcements from Nanking and 
Wuhu en route to Pengpu and 
Hohsien had made little progress, 
while the  Jupanese troops . at 
Yenchin had been effectively checked, 

The Chinese troops in Shansi on the 
Petping-Haonkow railway were ‘mak- 
ing satisfactory progress, and the 
mountainous arcas of cast and west 
Shansi were in the honds of the} - 
Chinese troops. 

In West Shans! the Chinese troops 
were occupying un area extending 
from places south of Tatung and 
cities west of Fengyaong, while west 
of Suipuan the Chinese were pushing 
towards Kweisat—Reuter.

- In 
to giva the Colony a blow, 
threaten Hongkong seriously, 
typhoon must make a curve 
wards: the north-east. 


The oMcinl warning of the Royal 
Observatory this morning said: 
_ “A typhoon is within 60 miles of 
Lat, 18 North ond Long: 112 East, 
moving North.” . 


Rough And Squally 
Weather Likely

“Never keep your cake walt- 
ing” Js an Important rulo that 
must bo obeyed Jf the mixture fs 
lightened with baking power or 
soda. So the tins must be ready 
buttered before the mixture is 
moistened with milk or eggs. 
And tho oven must be hot 
enbdugh to make suro of the 
enkeg rising during the firat 15 
minutes; 

Butter is best for greasing tins. 
: A better flavour for your cake 
fs obtained Dy mixing a pinch 

of salt with the cggs, and = this 
addition makes them froth better. 


PREVENTING A 
FATTY TASTE 


If you are using dripping beat 
In a litte vinegar to prevent any 
fatty taste. Richer mixtures are 
obtained by creaming butter and 
sugar, and sifting in the flour and 
baking powder. 

If baking-soda Is used as 23 
lighting medjum, dissolvo it first 
in tho milk before adding i. A 
simple rule that helps you to 
balance the chicf Ingredicnta of 
a cake fs the two-three-four rule, 
in tho case of s sponge, the pro- 
portions are, two of butter, three 
sugar, and four flour. With ao 
fruft cake, or shortbread, four 
ounces of flour would be better 
balanced with three of butter and 
two of sugar, 

Sparing the mixing spoon 
spolls many a cake. First, the 
fat and sugar must be warmed 
and beaten till soft and creamy, 
and when the dry ingredients 
have been sifted or stirred in 
there must be more beating. 

Then comes the turn of the 
eggs, which must be whisked. to 
a froth, then o Iiftlo milk if re- 
quired, and ogain, more beating 
and stirring before tho mixturo 
goes into tho tin, 

A rich frult cake should be 
fairly stiff to hold the fruit as 
the mixture rises, and St is best 
to pile it up rather higher at the 
sides of the tin, as it always 
riscs most in the middle.

What we want to know, there- 
fore, is how to get the most bene- 
fit out of the hour or Jess we can 
spare for it after a hard day’s 
work. We want to get all the 
exercise and fresh air possible 
in the short time at, our dis- 
posal. 

It is not sufficiently well 
known that walking, besides 
being the most natural exercise, 
is the best, so long as we walk 
properly. All the muscles we 
use most are brought into play 
by: it, and none is over-doveloped, 
as is too often the case when we 
follow a course of so-called 
scientific exercises. . 

To get the fullest benefit out 
of our walk, however, 2 few sim- 
ple rules must be. observed. 
Clothing should be loosely fit. 
ting, and hats and-heavy over- 
coats are best left at home. 
Shoes ought to be comfortable. 

On starting the walk the body 
should be erect, with head up 
and chest well out, An exercise 
which will help you to attain 
the correct position is to stand 
up and raise the arms stiff and 
straight above the head,: with 
the palms of the hands touching 
each other.

Artillery In Action 


Bringing their heavy artillery into 
action, the Jnpanese troops north of 
Nikow on the Lincheng-Tsaochwang 
branch railway, bomburded the Chi- 
nese positions incessantly yesterday 
morning ‘and last night as well as 
the night before. 


On the Tientsin-Pukow Railway 
the Chinese and Jnpanese troops are 
pitted aguinst cach other across the 
‘Grand Canal about 50 Iilometres 
upart, Hanchwang, which Ig now in 
Japanese hands, is strongly fortified 
with mines, and barbed-wire 'barri- 
cades, A network ‘of trenches has 
also been constructed.. The Chinese 
are ‘besieging the town on two sides, 
They have launched a series of at- 
tacks but have so far been unable to 
break through: the Jopanese defences. 
A Japanese feld piece was destroyed 
during one of the engagements.

“ Borlin, May 2. 

Commenting on Chancellor Hitler's 
forthcoming visit to Rome, the 
aemi-official Deutsche Ditplomatische 
Politische Korrespondenz says: “No 
doubt can exist in any country that 
the journey to Italy on which the 
Fuchrer starts to-day signifies more 
thon a mere conventional official 
visit, 

“Germany has never, forgotten 
that Haly, after having fought for 
and obtained In the world war that 
to which she considered herself 
entitled, boldly procialmed and de- 
fended the view that even if a nation 
finally succumbed to overwhelming 
force, it can nevertheless not in the 
Jong run be denied the rights which 
other nations claim for themselves 
ns Indispensable. 

“Ytaly baa invariably adopted this 
objective standpoint alle in the 
plebiscltes conceded by the Abied 
Powers to Germany, in the question 
of preparations, in the matter of 
parity of milltary rights, and in the 
sphere of national striving towards 
unity In which Italy herself has 
given such o magnificent example of 
glowing patriotism.” 

The paper goes on to say that by 
adopting this standpoint Italy clearly 
separated herself from other Powers 
which, far from recognising the 
ethical ond. political necessities of 
international life, persistently took 
the view that the subjugation of the 
German natlon—-hence the incon- 
testable injustice towards that 
nation--could . he. reconciled with 
the furtherance of thelr own 
egottsticnl interests. 


IDEOLOGIES OPPOSED 

Foselst and National Socialist 
ideologies are, according to the 
Korrespondez, diametrically opposed 
to the ideology of other countrics 
allke as regards the Internal struc- 
ture of the nation and aa regards 
the national attitude towards forcign 
States. : ; 

Both Italy and Germany, says the 
paper, claim for themselves the same

Fatal Mishap: 
Investigated 


Inquiry Into Death OF 
| Mr. W. C. Lam 


Taling his scot ot the Central 
Magistracy as Coroner yesterdny, 
Mr. H. R. Butters conducted an in- 
quiry into the death of William 
Charles Lam, 25, who died from a 
fracture of the skull on April 2, os 
‘a result of a ‘collislon between pri- 
vate car No. 4387 and public vehicle 
No. 453, at the junctlon of Stowart 
and Lockhart Roads on April 1. 

The Jury comprised Messrs, HB. 
Jon Israel (Foreman), J. M. N, da 
Silva ‘and J, A. dos Remedios. 

Dr. Hon Hung-tal, of the Queen 
Mary Hospltal,+said that he saw the 
cecenied in the hospital on the 
morming of the accident. The man 
was then consclous and_ irritable. 
On examination, witness found him 
fo be suffering from concussion, with 
n twoennd-half Inch wound on the 
scalp ond numerous abrasions on the 
body, The deceased died nt 7.15 
pm, on April 2, nnd denth was duc 
to fracture of the skull, ‘subdural 
haemorrhage ond laceration of the 
brain. 

Pollce Constable W. Rothwell sald 
that he was on duty in Gloucester 
Road at 1.10 a.m, on April 1, when 
a sailor told him of an accident at 
the junctlon of Stewart and Lock- 
hart Ronds. He went there imme- 
dintely and saw two motor cars, onc 
stutlonary in the centre of the roud 
and the other lying on its left side 
nenr the kerb. A group of sailors 
were pushing this car into a stamd- 
Ing position. 

Witness sald that close to the left 
front wheel of this car was o man 
unconscious, with his head being 
supported up by another person, 
Examining the {njured man he found 


a deep cut on the back of the head | : 


which wns bleeding profusely. After 
recelving first ald the injured man 
recovered consclousness. 

Shortly after this, two women ar- 
tlved nnd one of them sald that she 
wna the mother of the hurt man, 
whose name was William Lam, She 
usked for permission to take him to 
hospital and finally did so in her 
own cor. 

SKID MARKS 

TraMc-Sergeant Appleton gave 
evidence of having examined the 
skid marks. He said that the public 
vehicle made a mark of 50 fect In 
length 1o the point of collision and 
another one of 14 feet after the 
polnt of impact. From this he 
came to the conclusion that the car 
trad been travelling at a fast speed. 
Tho private car Ieft no skid marks. 

Sergeant Tv. McInnes, motor 
vehicle Inspector, said that he saw 
the cnrs involved in the accident on 
April 1 and 2. Both the cars were 
extensively damaged and because of 
thls he could not ascertain if the 
brakes were in+good condition or 
not. On March 18, car No, 453 had 
been presented ‘to him for the 
monthly inspection and had been 
pnssed os fit. This car was a Ford 
Va, and such a car travelling at 30 
miles per hour, with effictent brakes, 
should pull up in 50 feet. 

Tara Khon, motor driver, eald 
that he saw the necident occur, He 
was golng along Lockhart Road in 
his car ot a speed of 27 miles per 
hour when Car No. 453 overtook 
him ot a speed of over 50 miles an 
hour, He was a Iittle way behind 
Car No. 453 when the mishap hap- 
pened. 

Continuing, witness: said that, at 
“the time of the collision car No. 453 
seemed to him to have been. still 
travelling oat 650 miles an hour. 
The car that came out from Stewart 
Road was struck in the middle and 
was turned over on its side. 


DRIVER'S EVIDENCE 

To Kwal-sang, driver of car No. 
453, sald that before the accident 
he had left his garage in Hennessy 
Rond in answer to a telephone mes- 
sage from a dancing hall, His 
speed along Lockhart Road did not 
exceed 28 miles per hour, . The car

t Shanghal, May: 2. 

Bringing to an end o 12-hour 
period of three cornered international 
tension involving Britain, the Unit- 
cd States and Japan, a settlement 
of Jnst night's abortive bombing at- 
tack on a' Japanese . naval motor 
lorry ‘on Nanking Road, main down- 
town thoroughfare, was reached here 
this evening. : 


Japanese gendarmes, posted since 
last night around the scene of the 
explosion, and British military 
patrols, on duty in the district since 
this morning, were withdrawn. 


. American Marine sentrics, who were 


issued with sub-machine guns this 
morning, were again seen on duty 
at the intersectlon of Nanking and 
Yu Yo-ching Roads, where the 
Amertcan defence sector begins, arm- 
ed only with usual equipment. 


The Incident, a Japanese Embassy

Enrlier in the day, 
the same ofictnl had announced that 
Japanese senirics would remain at 
the scene of the Incident until on 
investigation into the affair were 
concluded,

Defence works and air ratd shelters 
on Tal Shan island.’ near Po On 
county are being erected by Japanese 
naval lnnding party, who com- 
mandeered the services of nble-bodicd 
men from ‘Hopao and San Cho, 
Islands off Chungshan county for the 
construction worl. The occupation 
of this Island is a threat to the 
Conton-Kowloon Railway. 

Several workers who escaped by 
swimming,.to the mainland stated that 
about .700 labourers are building the 
defence works, which are so myster- 
fous that the workers do not know 
what it is all about. Over a hund 
workmen, he sald, dicd of dlscases. 

This, island has o| commanding 
position both upon overland ond river 
communications between Canton and 
Hongkong, There is a Customs 
station nearby known as Tal Shan 
ntatlon. However, the Island is not 
large enough to accommodate a large 
number of blucjackets and 1s most 
suitable os a dumping ground for 
Japanese goods for the mainland. 

A big crulser with four funnels

south-west of the Bocca Tigris forts.

A TASK FOR 
DIPLOMACY 


It ig_part of the business of 
diptomats, or should be, to 
sweeten relations between na- 
tions and try to ensure a 
harmony of aim if not of view. 
Yesterday this Colony was able 
to see at firat hand an example 
of diplomacy in its simplest and 
purest form in the exchange of 
courtesies at the German Club 
between the German Consul- 
General and His Excellency the 
Governor of Hongkong.. Any- 
one hésring the addresses ‘could 
not . but’ be-impressed “by the 
sincerity -of ‘the two dis- 
tingiished . représentatives of 
two ‘great ‘nitions which, as 
Herr Gippetich and Sir, Geoffry 
both. recalled, come largely of 
a ‘common Anglo-Saxon stock.

If it is ready, these gases ore un- 
likely to be uscd a second time; the 
attackers would. realise It ‘ta be 
wasted effort. 

There ore two blister mascs-— 
mustard gas and Lewisite. Though 
invisible in vapour form, both are 
easy to detect, First your noso. will 
warn you: mustard smells faintly 
of garlic; Lewisite smells so strongly 
of geraniums that it Is overpowering. 

It is almost-a snfe bet to rule out 
the use of Lewistte (invented by an 
American, Lees Lewis), because most 
experts prefer mustard. 

Though mustard gas smells of 
garlic, one of {ts dangerous points ts 
that It quickly deadens the sense of 
smell. In water it sinks without 
contaminating the water above it. 
Lewisite in water js destroyed except 
that it Ieaves arsenic behind. ' 


YELLOW SPOTS 
GIVE WARNING 


Both gases can be sprend by bombs 
or sprays. Spraying—used by the 
Italians in Abyssinia before the Negus 
fled—is more dangerous because the 
fing can be released from tow or high 
altitudes, First warning of its 
arrival are tiny spots of yellow mols~ 
ture on skin, clothes and ground. 
If {t touches your sldn, in two hours 
you notice a red patch; twelve to 
twenty-four hours later busters will 
rise.

A 
almplo rule that helps you to 
balance the chief ingredients of 
a cako fs the two-three-four rule, 
in the case of a sponge, the pro- 
portions are, two of butter, three 
sugar, and four flour. With ao 
frult eake, or shortbread, four 
ounces of flour would be better 
balanced with three of butter and 
two of sugar, 7 

Sparing the mixing ‘spoon 
spoils many o cake. First, the 
fat and sugar must be warmed 
and beaten till soft and creamy, 
and when the dry ingredients 
have been sifted or stirred in 
thero must be more beating. 

Then comes the turn of tho 
erm, which must be whisked to 
a froth, then a Mitle mili if re- 
quircd, and again, moro beating 
and stirring before tho mixture 
gocs Into tho tin, 

A rich fruit cake . should be 
fairly stiff to hold the fruit as 
tho mixture rises, and it is best 
to pile it up rather higher at the 
sides of the tin, as it always 
rises most in the middle.

Art of 
Walking 


ALKING, for most 

Y people, is a means of 
getting fresh air and 
exercise at the end of a 
day’s work in office, shop, 
factory or home and it is 
not intended to be an endur- 


ance test. 

What we want to know, there- 

fore, is how to get the most bene- 
fit out of the hour or less we can 
spare for it after a hard day's 
work.. .We want to get all the 
exercise. and fresh air possible 
in the short time at our dis- 
posal, ‘ 
' It is not sufficiently well 
Jnown that walking, besides 
being the most natural exercise, 
is the best, so long as we walk 
properly. All.the muscles we 
use most are brought into play 
by it, and none Js over-developed, 
as is too often the case when we 
follow a course of so-called 
scientific exercises, 

To get the fullest benefit out 
of-our walk, however, a few sim- 
ple rules must be observed. 
Clothing should be loosely fit- 
ting, and hats and heavy over- 
coats are best left at. home. 
Shoes ought to be comfortable. 

On starting the walk the body 
should be erect, with head up 
and chest well out. An exercise 
which will help you to attain 
the correct position is to stand 
up and raiso tho arms stiff. and 
straight above the head, with 
tho palms of the hands touching 
each ‘other. Then bring the 
arms—astill straight—down until 
the backs of the hands touch the 
sides of tho thighs. oo 

The chest will then be {nflated and 
projected to Its fullest extent, the 
abdomen_drawn well in, and the 
head well up.

MEETING 


France Alert To 
Possibilities 
Of-Rome Parley 


: Paris, May 2. 

Herr Adolf Hitler's visit. to 
Rome is being watched with 
intenge interest here, where it is 
believed that peace or ultimaté 
war in Europe must largely 
depend upon the decisions 
reached in his conversations with 
Signor Benito Mugsolini, and 
upon the tone adopted. 


It fs realised that Herr Hitter Is 
a much more powerful figure to-day 
than on the occasion of his previous 
visit to Rome in 1034, but many arc 
of the opinion that by his Austrian 
coup the German leader has seriously 
shaken the cdiflce of the Rome- 
Berlin axis. . 

There jg some taille of Herr Hitler 
trying to tempt Signor Mussolini with 
plans for support in North Africa 
and Spain in return for lessened 
Italian activity In Central Europe. 

While French circles anticipate the 
maximum show of “brave words,” 
i Ja also expected that the British 
and French , combined conciliatory 
efforts will have due Influence with 
Signor Mussolini, who, it 1s hoped, 
will endeavour — to play the role 
rather of arbitrator than potential 
disturber of the peace,—Reuter. 

BERLIN ON HOLIDAY

EF any player deserves his success, 
it is Kho Sin-kic, China’s finest 
tennis player, Ever since he went to 
the United States in 1935 as a mem- 
ber of his country’s Davis Cup team, 
ond then on to Europe to take part 
in the various championships, he has 
been. studying the methods of the 
world’s leading players, and by con- 
stant practice has in some mensure 
lifted his own -play to thelr levet. 
His improvement first became appar- 
ent Inst year when he won both his 
singles ajainst New Zenlond in the 
Davis Cup although he was unable to 
prevent his country ‘from being 
beaten by three matches 
Then it was said of him that he 
needed only a little more experience 
and more accuracy in his strokes to 
make him a diMeult player to brat, 
even by some of the world's best. 
His style of play won him the ud~ 
miration of many Europcan experts, 
but nevertheless’ until his success 
over “Bunny” Austin in the Bourne- 
mouth tournament on Saturday, he 
had never won a major tennts tourna~ 
ment. This year's champlonships at 
Bournemouth have for the first time 
been given a higher status, and Kho 
has chosen this‘moment to register 
his first major success, That he was 
able to beat a player ke Austin is 


sufficient testimony of his wonderful 
advance. He did not win only the 
singles title; with G. S. Lyttelton 
Rogers, of Ireland, he also won the 
men’s doubles, — 


Choy Coming Back? 


ANOTHER Chinese player to dis- 
tinguish himself in the Bourne- 
mouth” championships was W. C. 
Choy, the Hongkong boy who: once 
captaincd Cambridge aot tennis, 
Though probably not as great an ex- 
ponent of the game as Kho, Choy is 
nevertheless one definitely above the 
average. The most. peculiar part 
about him ts that he never shows

Wo will ossume that it is o winter 
evening; that you have two fires 
nicely burning when the alarm fs 
given, Put them out, for they are 
sources of danger, They cause cur- 
rents of alr which may draw In gas 
from outside, You will need to 
exercise coolness here, Me. Carrinz- 
ton. It may be a {temptation to 
throw buckets of water on the blaz- 
Ing conls—but don't do it! If yqu do 
you will All the house with irritant 
fumes. Smother them instead with 
curth or sand or salt. 


You ask about the light, Mr.
